. larly interesting. The report cites thai: Illinois has eight times 


• - as many bank robberies as New York and Pennsylvania to- 


. - • gether, and considerably more than any state which has a state 


police force. Only recently, the report declares, a mother-wiih 
a baby in her arms held up one Illinois ban1*, while in Madiscn 
county bankers have had to organize to protect themselves. 
The banks of Millstadt are said to have locked their doors and 


; stationed armed guards in front, not admitting their own de- 


positors except on strict identification. 


What is the trouble? Are precautions against robberies 


: and holdups inadequate ? Are penalties meted out to tne crim- 
inal insufficient to impress upon, others of the'notorious pro- 
fession the enormity of the crime? 
Certainly something is 


radically wrong. The high holdup ratio in'Illinois is but a re- 
flection of a situation apparently obtaining pretty generally 
throughout the entire country, a situation which authorities 
.seem able'to only partly cope with. 


The remedy is not simple, but it is safe to assume) that some 


kind of unification of state criminal codes would gofar toward 
lengthening the chances against the criminal's success. The 
wheels of legal reform move slowly, but per haps the startling 
situations as revealed almost daily through the press .will serve 
to awaken those in authority to the seriousness of the situa- 
•tion,.which never yet has been overestimated.

Central America, a tower of military strength, is. 
the original "Captain Macklin" or Richard Hard- 
ing Davis' story. 


Friend, adviser und maker or South American 


presidents, leader of numerous revolts, tutor of 
Lee Christmas—another adventurer who'died in 
New Orleans recently—road and bridge builder, 
engineer extraordinary, trusted by governments 
at home and in his adopted countries-thai is the 
Jefferies mentioned only occasionally and vaguely 
in news dispatches, as described by those who 
know him as a friend and associate. 


He's getting old. His'thoughts turn to peace; 


In fact, he's in the current muss for that very 
reason—to prevent ,a military dictator from gain- 
!ng_the presidency of Honduras. The State De- 
partment, it Is said, supports JelTeries' policy.

Jefferies was in Salvador managing one of tha 


largest estates in that -country.

main idle with a revolt In progress and went 'to 


- talk with his friend, General Ferrera, who made 


him again a general with the "rebel" command. 


He's there now, fighting with his 16-year-old 


son by his side—a boy who some dny Jefferie3-pfo- 
poses to send to a military school in this country. 


The news dispatches frequently write Jefferies 


as "Jeffers," a misunderstanding having arisen 
regarding his name because of the difficulty Latin* 
people have in pronouncing it. On their tonsu£3 
it sounds like "Senor Jeffers." 


Jefferies went to Honduras early in the SO'3— 


fresh from "college, a'trained engineer. Little by 
.little he was drawn into the apparently endless 


• revolutions. By the close of the 90'3 he had be- 


come one of the chief military figures ^ Cent-a' 
America. 
For a time he was acting minister of 


war In one of the successful Honduran govern- 
ments. 


.-With the downfall Of .the Vasquez regime, he 


was exiled, and went to live in the adjoining -e- 
_j>ublic of Salvador.. Shortly he was put In com- 
mand of tha famous guard regiment of Ezeta the 
Bolvadoriarr- dictator, ^ho ruled supreme th-n 
He-was afterwards made.chief of operation of

Four or five years later Jefferies came bade to 


Honduras—his' exile having been revoked by a 
new government—and lived quietly, pursuing his 
profession of engineer with great success.

developing the countries.

ment by the courts of Salvador to the-management 
of the huge estate, yielding $200,000 annually 
over about 200 .bidders, for the position. 


Matters of honor are taken very seriously by 


these people and blood ties are strong. The first 
however, conquered the inherent force of the see- 
ona, and Jefferies was unanimously chosen by tha 
Justices in preference to thcir fellow countrymen 
for the place.
